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Hospital reports are invariably dry and uninteresting. Few 
readers find recreation in reading reports of births or deaths or 
in statistics relating to sickness or accidents. It is, nevertheless, 
the duty of the hospital authorities to place on record annually 
a report of the progress of hospital work and a statement as to 
the use made of the income derived from the trust funds in the 
hands of the trustees. A general hospital in any city belongs 
to the residents of that city to use to the extent of its capacity 
and resources. The limitation of its resources is, therefore, a 
matter of public concern. 

The above remarks are preliminary to the statement that the 
capacity and resources of this hospital, are quite insufficient for 

the demands made upon it. During the past few

Hospital, hospital care are kept waiting for beds or are forced 

to submit to operations in their homes under unfavor- 
able conditions. A city that is growing at the rate of 75,000 
additional population per year must provide at least seventy-five 
to one hundred additional hospital beds annually. Owing to 
the enormous industrial developments of the city and the fre- 
quency of industrial accidents, a larger proportion of beds to 
the population is needed than in a residential city or a city 
dependent on other lin?s of commercial activity. It is necessary 
that this hospital should prepare for its share in the develop- 
ment of the city. Your Board would not be justified, however, 
in increasing the bed capacity of the hospital until th? endow- 
ment funds are increased. The bed capacity of the hospital has 
been trebled since any material increase in endowment funds. 
The increased cost of treatment and diagnosis, especially in the 
line of laboratory and X-Ray work, serums, vaccines, etc., has 
placed the cost of hospital care above the resources of the aver- 
age family, at least in instances of extended illness. In order, 
therefore, to give a higher standard of medical and surgical care 
to this class of patients, it is necessary that a general hospital of 
this character have a liberal endowment, a part of which can be 
devoted to that large class of patients who are not fully able to 
pay for their complete hospital treatment. In addition a large 
general hospital in any city is called upon to perform certain 
functions and care for accident and emergency cases for which 
it cannot be fully reimbursed. The rates charged patients at 
the present time cannot be consistently increased. The entire 
income of the general endowment fund is devoted to the care 
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of free and part pay patients, together with an additional sum 
annually varying from ten to twenty thousand dollars, repre- 
senting receipts from private patients over and above the cost 
of their care. Private room patients should not pay towards 
the charity work of the hospital. Receipts over and above 
the cost of their maintenance should be applied to permanent 
improvements or towards increasing the efficiency of the 
nursing and medical service. It should be our aim, therefore, 
to increase the endowment funds before attempting to erect 
additional buildings. 

The twenty-seventh year of the hospital's activities has 
been notable on account of a decided increase in the size, 
T . . personnel and efficiency of the training school for 

School nurses. During the year your training school com- 
mittee increased the school to one hundred twenty 
pupils and the superintendent of nurses has brought the class 
work and practical teaching up to a high state of efficiency. 
The applicants for training have increased in number and 
standard of education, the pedagogic equipment has been 
greatly augmented and the standing of the school much 
improved. The detailed report of the principal of the school, 
who is largely responsible for its improvements and progress, 
will be found elsewhere in this report. 

The west branch of the Hospital has been filled to its 
capacity throughout the greater part of the year. The sur- 
gical pavilion, which was erected last year, has 
Me nai ri 1 demonstrated its usefulness and provided an oppor- 
Branch. tunity for the treatment of accident and emergency 
cases occuring in a neighborhood widely separated 
from hospitals. The cost of care of patients in this Branch 
was $1.66 per day, as compared with $2.66 per day in the main 
hospital. This lower cost of maintenance is due to the fact 
that many overhead charges are eliminated in a branch which 
is run as a department of the main hospital. The main hos- 
pital has been relieved on many occasions through the trans- 
fer of convalescent patients to the west branch. The ideal 
location and pleasant surroundings of the Branch, together 
with the absence of all noise and confusion, has greatly 
benefited all patients transferred from the main hospital or 
admitted directly to the Branch wards. Under the able and 
efficient local management of its supervisor and steward, it 
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has proven entirely self-supporting and there exists no reason 
at the present time why it should become a burden financially 
to the main hospital. At the close of the year the capacity of 
the west Branch was 40 adult and 10 infant beds, and there 
are pressing demands for an increased bed capacity. 

Under present conditions it is necessary to rent an entire 
house and several additional rooms in the neighborhood for 
the purpose of housing the nurses, medical internes and 
domestic employes. It is recommended that your Board 
authorize the erection and equipment of a nurses' and 
employes' home on the grounds owned by the hospital. The 
rentals paid at the present time considerably exceed the 
interest on the sum needed to build and equip such a home. 

The Social Service Department has been increased in size 
and influence. The Director now has the assistance of a 

graduate nurse and a pupil from the Training 
Social School. Investigations of the social and financial 

I^partment. circumstances, and home surroundings of most 

of the applicants to the Out-Patient Department 
and many convalescent ward patients are daily made by the 
workers of this department. The families assisted and the 
hospital are both benefited to an extent quite out of propor- 
tion to the moneys expended. Again we invite contributions 
from the friends of the hospital for the support of this work. 

The main hospital and Branch treated 1,536 patients, with- 
out charge to the patients, a total of 27,718 days. This repre- 
sents 31.7 per cent of the total number of days' 
Charity treatment. The Hospital expended for the care of 
of^the * ree anc * c ^ ar ^y patients in the main Hospital, in 
Hospital, the West Side Branch and through the free dis- 
pensary and social service department a total of 
$20,680. 

All the income of the general endowment funds were 
devoted to this free work. If these funds are increased by 
contributions, the number of patients receiving free treatment 
could be correspondingly increased. If the endowment funds 
of the Hospital could be doubled, the charity work could also 
be doubled. Since the Hospital was opened in 1888, over 
12,000 patients have been treated in its wards or rooms with- 
out charge. During this period over a half million dollars 
($500,000.00) have been devoted to the care of patients who 
have not been able to pay any or all of their hospital expenses.

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PRINCIPAL'S REPORT 

To the Board of Trustees, The Grace Hospital : 

Gentlemen : — I have the honor to submit herewith the annual 
report of the Training School for Nurses of The Grace Hos- 
pital, for the year ending December 31, 1915. 

During the past year the list of applicants has increased in 
number and improved in grade. The majority of young 
women applying have had a high school education. 

The class work has been carried on faithfully by both 
instructors and students. The lectures have been decreased 
in number. We are very grateful to those members of the 
Visiting Staff who have been faithful to their appointments. 

The general health of the nurses has been good through- 
out the year. The members of the Attending Medical Staff 
who were called upon to treat cases of illness have been most 
willing to care for the pupils and we are under obligations for 
their manifestation of interest in the school. 

The proposed shortening of hours on duty and the increase 
in class work has necessitated an increase in the number of 
nurses, which was authorized by the Training School Com- 
mittee late in the year. 

The distribution of pupils in the school is as follows:

Two nurses are regularly affiliated with the Herman Kiefer 
Hospital, where they are taught both practical and theoreti- 
cal nursing of contagious diseases. They have received an 
excellent training in this special branch during the year. We 
also are affiliated by reciprocity with the Children's Free 
Hospital, where the nurses receive practical and theoretical 
training in the nursing and feeding of sick children. 

A new addition to the Nurses' Home was completed and 
made ready for occupancy at the last of the year. It was much 
needed and is very comfortable. 

A Home Supervisor was engaged late in the year to super- 
vise the Home life and recreation of the Nurses. Her efforts 
give promise of great improvement in that direction. 
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The Miriam Memorial Branch has given our nurses train- 
ing from the standpoint of a small hospital. 

The Social Service Department and Polyclinic are proving 
most satisfactory in preparing our nurses for Public Welfare 
Work. 

We are grateful as a school to the Board of Lady Managers 
for the interest they have shown in the welfare of the nurses. 
We are under obligations to them for monthly magazines for 
the reading room, flowers sent to the Home from time to time, 
the Christmas refreshments and entertainment and many other 
manifestations of interest during the year, all of which have 
greatly increased the interest of the nurses in the Home life.

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REPORT OF THE ROENTGENOLOGIST 

To the Board of Trustees, The Grace Hospital: 

Gentlemen: — I herewith submit the report of the Roentgen 
Department for the year 1915, together with such suggestions 
and recommendations as appear to be worthy of your serious 
consideration at this time. 

The work of this department has increased more than 50 
per cent during the past year, and at times has taxed our 
capacity to the utmost. One thousand two hundred twenty 
patients were diagnosed by means of the roentgen ray during 
the year as compared with eight hundred ninety-two in 1914. 
For this purpose about 5000 X-Ray plates, from 5 x 7 to 
14 x 17, were used. In addition, fluoroscopic examinations as 
well as plates were made in all stomach and intestinal cases, 
in many of the chest cases, and in a few fracture cases. 

The cases are classified as follows : 

Fractures 672 

Diseases of the Abdomen 221 

Diseases of the Head and Chest 152 

Diseases of the Bones 125 

Gunshot and Foreign Bodies 50 

Total 1220 

Of the above cases, 251 were Out Cases (Emergency Department) 

92 were Clinic Cases (Out-patient Department) 
877 were Hospital Cases. 

Fifty-seven cases were treated for various ailments : Acne, 
Eczema, Carcinoma, Sarcoma, Pseudoleukemia and Fibroid 
Tumor of uterus. 

During the year a large room in the attic has been fitted 
out for storage and exhibition of plates, for photography and 
the making of lantern slides. 

The new addition planned to be built in the spring will 
give us considerable more room, so that the fluoroscopic and 
X-Ray treatment can be done in a new room across the hall, 
thus relieving the situation considerably. 

We need a new X-Ray machine for diagnostic work and 
improved overhead equipment. This would probably cost 
about $1,600.00 (less exchange price of old machine). When 
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our fluoroscopic room is complete we shall require a table with 
fluoroscopic and steteoscopic tube stand and other conven- 
iences at a cost of about $800.00. We shall also require another 
X-Ray machine for fluoroscopic and treatment work at a cost 
of about $1,500.00. The wiring necessary will add $400.00 to 
$500.00 additional. The Hospital should also have a movable 
X-Ray apparatus so that some fracture and other cases, who 
should not be moved, could be rayed in bed in the private 
room or ward. We have had a number of calls for this work. 

If plans now under way are carried out, we shall still be 
much handicapped because of lack of room, and sooner or later 
other rooms for X-Ray and other electrical treatment must be 
provided. To do this work properly will require considerable 
costly apparatus and an immense amount of labor, much of 
which will have to be done by paid assistants. The equip- 
ment would cost about $2,500.00 to $3,000.00 to start with, 
though this might have to be duplicated in part at least before 
long. $5,000.00 to $10,000.00 worth of radium should also be 
supplied. $5,000.00 per year would support the work. Thus, 
to properly equip us with X-Ray apparatus and radium, we 
should have about $17,000.00 and $5,000.00 per year mainte- 
nance. 

The cancer problem is related to X-Ray work very closely. 
This problem is being attacked from many different angles in 
hospitals and research laboratories the world over; and while 
the problem does not appear to be near solution at the present 
time, the many contributions from all these sources are bring- 
ing us nearer and nearer the goal each day. 

One hundred thirty cancer patients passed through the 
Grace Hospital in 1915. The medical staffs are convinced that 
they should co-operate in the study of this large amount of 
cancer material, which is constantly increasing. 

Radiologists, men trained in science, full of enthusiasm for 
their work and making personal sacrifices, which, perhaps, 
have not been equalled by any other body of medical men, 
have succeeded after about twenty years of work, in breaking 
down some of the old prejudices against any other treatment 
than surgical for cancer by making demonstrations in the 
treatment of cancer which have been very gratifying and 
which can no longer be ignored. 

They have taken the left-over material of the surgeon, the 
inoperables and recurrences, and have at least prolonged and 
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made comfortable the lives of many patients who, without 
their help, must surely have suffered greatly and succumbed. 

And now we are arriving at the time when, in the present 
state of our knowledge, we believe there should be much 
closer co-operation between the surgeon and the radiologist. 

Our increased knowledge of X-Rays, great improvement 
in technique and in operating equipment during the past two 
years have enabled us to produce very noteworthy improve- 
ments in results. 

Many operators in Germany, Austria, France, England and 
America have been reporting during the last few years many 
cases of inoperable or recurrent carcinomas of breast, uterus, 
abdomen and bones as disappearing under 'proper roentgen 
ray treatment. Many of these cases have remained well for 
periods varying from a few months to as long as eight years. 
Of course, we cannot call any of these cases cured as yet. 

Pfahler, of Philadelphia, has reported some 22 cases of 
inoperable recurrent carcinomas relieved of all clinical symp- 
toms by the use of the X-Ray. Of course, he has had many 
failures, too. Boggs, of Pittsburg; Holding of New York; 
Gray, of Richmond; others and myself in this country have 
reported some wonderful results in cases which, up to the 
present, so far as we know, could not have been relieved by 
any other means than the X-Ray or Radium. 

These satisfactory results in cancer should be recognized 
by all surgeons and the public. If they can be accomplished 
in the recurrent post-operative cases, there is no valid reason 
why a thorough pre-operative X-Ray treatment should mean 
a loss of time to the patient, but it should rather be an actual 
gain, making post-operative recurrences less likely. Our ex- 
perience has furnished much evidence to this effect, and now 
we desire to give a large number of cancer patients the bene- 
fit of a trial of pre-operative and post-operative treatment 
following a carefully planned scientific scheme to prove or 
disprove our theory. We believe this work is worth to 
humanity the few thousand dollars and time it will cost. 

The Grace Hospital Staff should be making more contribu- 
tions to medical science, utilizing the material it has at hand 
to be best advantage. The utilization in the manner indicated 
of the cancer material passing through our hands would be a 
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means of stimulating better work in the hospital, of making 
better physicians of the Staff, and of helping to keep The 
Grace Hospital in Class A. 

Mr. Joseph Meyer, my technician, has been on duty very 
faithfully every day, including Sundays and many nights. I 
wish to here express my appreciation of the assistance ren- 
dered by Mr. Meyer to our Department. His interest in and 
loyalty to the hospital, as exhibited by his work in this, depart- 
ment, is deserving of the attention of the hospital authorities. 
A clerk to keep our records, locate plates for the physicians, 
take histories of patients, etc., is badly needed.

Gentlemen : — I herewith submit the third annual report of the 
Social Service Department of The Grace Hospital, for the year 
ending Dec. 31, 1915. 

1123 Visits were made to the home of patients. 
27 Patients were referred to the Visiting Nurse Association. 
8 Patients were referred to the Woman's Hospital. 
18 Patients were referred to the Board of Health. 

6 Patients were referred to the Juvenile Court. 

55 Patients were referred to the Associated Charities. 

7 Patients were referred to the Children's Aid Society. 

2 Patients were referred to the Michigan Children's Home 

Finding Society. 

13 Patients were referred to the St. Vincent De Paul Society. 

8 Patients were referred to the Baby Milk Fund Society. 
7 Patients were referred to the Girls' Protective League. 

3 Patients were referred to the Visiting Housekeepers' Assn. 
127 Patients were referred to their family physicians. 

68 Families were provided with Thanksgiving dinners. 
80 Families were provided with Christmas dinners. 
53 Families were furnished with grocery orders. 
5 Patients were furnished with surgical appliances. 
11 Families were furnished with coal. 
25 Children were furnished with shoes and underwear. 
1016 Articles of clothing were distributed. 
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The scope of the work of the Social Service Department 
has been increased by the assignment of a senior pupil nurse 
from the Training School to assist in investigations at the 
homes of applicants for relief. This assignment has been 
arranged for a double purpose — (1) To enlarge the work of 
the department; (2) To enable the pupil nurse to obtain an 
outline of social service work. A graduate nurse of the class 
in Hospital Economics, Administration and Institutional 
Nursing has also been assigned to the Social Service Depart- 
ment for a monthly period. These assignments were made on 
Oct. 1st and were continued to the end of the year. 

On account of the two additional workers added to this 
department, the expenses have materially increased, a much 
broader field is covered and a larger number of families visited. 
The time and money spent on investigations are wasted unless 
individuals or families needing relief are placed in a position 
whereby they can be restored to health or return to their usual 
occupation. Additional contributions for this work are needed 
if we are to extend the relief required in all cases or keep the 
increased force at work. (See statement of expenditures of 
Social Service Fund, Page 66.) 

Some phases of the work of this department are : 

Home visits of investigation ; securing temporary 
care for children while their mothers are in the Hos- 
pital ; securing aid for destitute families by reference 
to relief societies ; instruction in home and individual 
hygiene; aid to employment; accompanying patients 
to homes, trains, etc.; sending messages to friends; 
co-operation with other societies regarding patients 
in whom they are interested; arranging for care of 
patients in their homes; investigation of financial 
condition of applicants for out-patient or hospital 
care ; arranging for patients to return to the hospital 
for treatment.

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THE GRACE HOSPITAL DENTAL CLINIC 

This Clinic, which was organized in 1909 under the auspices 
of the First District Dental Society of Detroit, continues to 
increase its field of work. 

The Clinic is open daily, except Sunday, from 8:00 to 11 :00 
A. M., and on Saturday it is also open from 1 :00 to 4:00 P. M. 
in addition. 

The work of this Clinic is carried out in consonance with 
the* other deritai clinics established under the direction of the 
Board of Health. The teeth of all school children are exam- 
ined and those found in need of treatment are sent to their 
parents with a card explaining the condition. Such children 
as are not able to have their teeth repaired or treated by a 
dentist are given a card to one of the eleven dental clinics in 
the city. 

The Dental Clinics have been splendidly supported by the 
dental and medical profession. All medical men are coming 
to recognize the importance of destroying any diseased areas 
that may be present in the mouth, and thus preserving the 
teeth. That a local disease may undermine the general con- 
stitution and may thus be the starting point of many diseases 
cannot be doubted. Hence, anything that will preserve the 
teeth in a healthy and enduring condition becomes of vital 
importance. 

From one school room last year all children were sent to 
The Grace Hospital Dental Clinic. They were returned sev- 
eral times for re-examination, the operator not being aware 
of the experiment. This year the teeth of all pupils from this 
room, who had been sent to the Clinic, were in first class con- 
dition. Innumerable examples are found at The Grace Hos- 
pital Clinic of teeth that are entirely destroyed that might 
easily have been saved. Many more are found that are being 
saved by reason of the care they receive. 

The children are instructed as to the proper method of 
using the tooth brush and urged to make it a part of their 
daily toilet. In many homes a tooth brush is not used and 
the te«th of the children in a large number of families show 
extensive decay. This cannot fail to have a deleterious influ- 
ence upon their general health. 
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Through the courtesy of The Grace Hospital Training 
School for Nurses, there has been one or more nurses in 
attendance who are trained to assist in the work.

In addition to the following nurses, who graduated during 
1915, forty have graduated from this course. With few excep- 
tions these nurses are holding responsible supervisory posi- 
tions in hospitals through the central and western states. 

During the year 1915, we were requested to recommend 
candidates for the following hospital positions : Eight hospital 
superintendents, three assistant superintendents, fifteen prin- 
cipals of training schools, one assistant principal, ten operating 
room supervisors, three night supervisors, one floor supervisor 
and one supervisor of child welfare department. Many gradu- 
ates of the class had the opportunity of making a selection 
from three or four different positions. As our material was 
limited, we were enabled to fill only a part of the positions. 
Ten vacancies in hospitals were filled during the year by 
graduates of this course. During the year, we received one 
hundred eight inquiries in reference to the course and twenty- 
seven completed applications were filed.
